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THE MOST DISASTROUS THING THAT GOULD HAPPEN TO A HERD OF CATTLE ON THE PRAIRIE WAS 
A STAMPEDE. ALMOST ANYTHING COULD "SPOOK" A GROUP OF STEERS---A SUDDEN BURST OF 
HEAT LIGHTNING, COYOTES APPEARING IN THE HERD OR EVEN THE SUDDEN WHINNY OF A NERVOUS 
HORSE. THE LEAST THAT COULD RESULT WAS HOURS OF WORK ROUNDING UP THE SCATTERED HERD 
AND THE MOST TERRIBLE WAS THE DEATH OF A COWBOY UNDER THE POUNDING HOOFS OF THE 
STEERS. STAMPEDES USUALLY HAPPENED AT NIGHT WHEN THE NATURAL AND ORDERLY HERD 
INSTINCT OF BEEF CATTLE SEEMS WEAKER THAN IN REASSURING DAYLIGHT. 



WHEN RIDING AHEAD OF STAMPEDING CATTLE,
